outpatient treatment.

e One individual had multiple 5150s, was LPS conserved, and
admitted to a State Hospital at a cost of $250,000 annually.

e Three (3) individuals are currently receiving housing services
through the Department’s IMD Step-downs. Step-down services
Include case management, individual and group therapy,
medication management, and linkage.
